Ficſt,it is to be obſerued tha akhongh the Iewes 
and Erhnicks derided both the Apoſttes, & the reſt 
of the Chriſtians for preaching 8 bolceving in him 
Who was crucified ypon the Croſſe: yetall, both A. 
poltles & Chriſtians were fo far from being diſcou- 
Taged from their profeſsion by the ignominie of the 
Crofle, asthey rather reioyced & triumphed un it. 

E Yea, 
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Yea, the holy Ghoſt bythemoiithes of the Apo 
files did:honour the Namiec of tie” Croiſe'( being 
hatefull among the Tewes) ſofatre,thatvnder tthe 
chanaleabes not'ohely Chriſt crucifted, but the 
force, effects, and merits of-his Death and Paſsron, 
with/all the comforts;' fruits; and promiſeswhich 
wereceme or expe&trhetebys po, 
Secondly, the honour and nat of the Name 
of the Croſſe, begate arenerend eſtimation euen in 
the Apoſtles times (for oughtthatisknowea to the 
comtaty) of the! figne of the Crofſe# which the 
Chriſtians fhbtely atrer yſed ta all their afions, 
thereby making an ourwardthewand profeſsion ea 
uentotheaſtoniſhment oftheTewes;that they were 
notaſhanied to acknowledge him for-their Lord 
and /Sawiour, who died for their; ypon' the Croſſe, - 
And this figne they: did not onely vie themmſelues 
with-a kinde of gloty ; when they” met with-any 
Fewes; but ſigned therewick rhe children when 
they were 'Chriſtened , 'to'dedicate-them by that 
badyn to his ſeraice; whoſe benefits beſtowed vpon 
them in Baptiſme}, the'name of the Crofſe did re= 
prefent, Andthisyſc of the ſigne of the Croſſe in 
Baptiſme was field irirhe Primuive Church, as well 
by the Greeks as the Latines, with one conſentand 
great applauſe. At whattime, if any had oppoſed

admonition of-xhcir ſupeciour' diſcharge the per- 
ſons exceeding the number fo limited : if inferiour 
Ordiaariecs, > = ſhall be ſuſpended from the exe- 
cution of their Office vnull they haue diſmiſſed 
the Apparttors by them ſo depured, andthe pariies
